Taxi 6 disservice’

A mum is fighting the coun¬ 
cil because her son can’t get 
to school in the same taxi as 
his sister. 

Zoe Davies, 44, broke her 
ankle in March whilst play¬ 
ing with her children in 
Poole Park. 

Both her younger chil¬ 
dren, Mimi, five, and Regan, 
nine, go to Danetree Primary 
School. 

But since the accident, 
only Mimi has been entitled 
to free transport to school. 

Zoe said: “My son has 
spent two days home this 
week because there’s no one 
to take him. 

“He is expected to walk 
three miles to get to school 
on his own.” 

Mimi can get into a taxi, 
but Regan has been depend¬ 
ing on neighbours going out 
of their way because he is 
not allowed to ride in the taxi 
with his little sister. 

If he walked, Regan would 
have to cross several busy 
roads, including the A24, on 
the route. 

Not only does Zoe consider 
the roads dangerous, but she 
thinks Regan could easily get 
lost on such a long walk. 

The family moved house in

April, but Zoe doesn’t believe 
she should have uprooted her 
children and moved them to 
a nearer school. 

Regan, who has autism, 
“copes very, very well in 


mainstream school”, said 
Zoe. 

“I’m not going to take him 
out of a school where he is 
happy and has made lots of 
friends.” 


Paying privately for a taxi 
for Regan would cost around 
£14 a day; a burden for the 
single-income family. 

Zoe said: “We’re just 
amazed nobody thinks this is 


absurd at the council.” 

The mum-of-three spent 
mothers day in hospital for 
surgery and said her birthday 
was a ‘write-off’ because of 
the injury. 

Zoe had been playing with 
the children on swinging play¬ 
ground apparatus in Poole 
Park when she broke her an¬ 
kle in March. 

“When I was about a foot off 
the floor I lost grip, I landed 
but my foot slipped,” she said. 

“My right leg was behind 
me. I looked down and my bone 
was jutting out and I thought, 
‘that doesn’t look right’. 

“It was awful because be¬ 
cause I had to stop the children 
coming near me, but of course 
they they were panicking.” 

Her oldest child, Grace, 
called the ambulance and 
teenagers in the park helped 
keep Regan and Mimi from 
seeing the disturbing injury 

“There was lots of blood 
too,” added Zoe. 

There will be a tribunal on 
May 23 to review the transport 
case. 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We follow 
national guidance when decid¬ 
ing home to school transport 
requests - in this instance 
we’ve advised the parent how 
to access transport to school at 
a reduced rate but we’re also 
reviewing the case to see if 
there’s anything more we can 
do.”

Commissioner to 
oversee services

The government is sending 
a commissioner to oversee 
Surrey’s children’s services 
following last week’s damn¬ 
ing Ofsted report. 

Inspectors found children 
were suffering domestic 
abuse because of failings in 
the system and rated the ser¬ 
vice as “inadequate”. 

The county council’s 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren Clare Curran said she 
had met with the Depart¬ 
ment for Education, and 
had received a letter from 
children’s minister Nadhim 
Zahawi. 

She told councillors at a 
full meeting on Tuesday, May 
22, the commissioner will 
“consider whether proper 
conditions are in place for 
children’s services to im¬ 
prove”. 

The as yet unnamed com¬ 
missioner will likely be in 


place by the end of June for 
three months, and report his 
or her findings to the govern¬ 
ment. 

Cllr Curan said: “We fully 
accept the findings in the re¬ 
port are a fair reflection of 
our services, and acknowl¬ 
edge that the support we 
give to children and their 
families simply is not good 
enough.” 

She also pointed to new ex¬ 
ecutive director for children, 
families and learning Dave 
Hill having been brought in 
on April 30. 

Mr Hill has come to Sur¬ 
rey from Essex County Coun¬ 
cil, which has “outstand¬ 
ing” children’s services, 
and he has recently worked 
to improve services with 
Birmingham and Norfolk 
councils. 

New leader of the Liberal 
Democrat opposition Coun¬ 
cillor Chris Botten said: “I 
welcome the decision for 
commissioners to work in 
Surrey over the next three 
months. 

“The county council needs 


a laser-like focus in improv¬ 
ing these vital services 
for the children of Surrey 
and the work of the com¬ 
missioners will aid this 
process. 

“The leader of the coun¬ 
cil and the cabinet member 
have rightly spoken about 


the need for urgent change 
and I share their passion. 
But this most recent judge¬ 
ment from Ofsted means 
that my patience for change 
is at an end. 

“The children of Surrey 
deserve the highest standard 
of services.” 



‘Victims of 
trafficking’ 

A week of action targeting 
modern slavery has taken 
place in East Surrey 

Police carried out checks 
identifying sex workers who 
are potential victims of traf¬ 
ficking and licensing checks 
at car washes, takeaways and 
farms, among other places. 

They were focused in the 
four boroughs of Epsom and 
Ewell, Mole Valley, Reigate 
and Banstead and Tandridge. 

A Romanian woman was 
also referred to Streetlight UK, 
which offers specialist support 
to women involved in sexual 
exploitation, and a Chinese 
woman feared to be the victim 
of trafficking has been housed 
in an immigration centre for 
her own welfare. Two men and 
a woman were arrested on sus¬ 
picion of modern slavery and 
fraud offences, and two stolen 
vehicles were seized. 

Temporary Inspector Joe 
Easterbrook said: “Protecting 
the vulnerable and exploited 
victims of this horrific crime 
it is something we take ex¬ 
tremely seriously” 

Charity in 
help appeal 

A wildlife charity is pleading 
for volunteers as its busiest 
time of year coincides with 
a shortage of helping hands. 

The Wildlife Aid Founda¬ 
tion, based in Leatherhead, 
relies on more than 300 volun¬ 
teers to look after hundreds 
of injured and orphaned wild 
animals. 

Charity CEO Simon Cow¬ 
ell said: “Spring is our busi¬ 
est season, and we have seen 
a rise in admissions at the 
same time as volunteer num¬ 
bers have dropped. 

“We really need more ani¬ 
mal lovers on board to help 
us help the wildlife we res¬ 
cue.” 

The rescue and rehabilita¬ 
tion centre deals with about 
20,000 incidents a year, and 
the team is appealing for any¬ 
one with a few hours a week 
to spare to get in touch. 

Roles include giving gener¬ 
al animal care, volunteer vets 
and vet nurses, general main¬ 
tenance and office workers.

Ewell Grove school is expanding to meet the rising demand for places 


School expansion plans are altered 


Plans to expand a Ewell infant school by 200 
places have been changed to remove a new 
games area. 

Ewell Grove Infant School and Nursery 
was approved to become Ewell Grove 
Primary School and Nursery in March 2017, 
increasing capacity from 220 to 459 pupils. 
The approved scheme involves demolishing 
the reception classrooms to build a new 
school building, and demolishing the nursery 
to replace it with a “multi-use games area”. 
Nursery classes would have been moved the 


new building, along with reception and years 
one and two. 

But new plans have been submitted by Surrey 
County Council to Epsom Borough Council, 
hoping to keep the nursery and not install 
the games area. 

The building would, if the new proposals are 
approved, be used for younger children and 
after-school activities. 

A decision on the new plans is expected 
by June 4, unless the councils agree an 
extension.

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Al study supporting dementia patients 


A “ground-breaking” study using 
artificial intelligence to support people 
with dementia has won an award 
celebrating the 70-year anniversary of 
the NHS. 

“TIHM (technology integrated health 
management) for dementia” is led by 
Surrey and Borders Partnership NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

It is based on a network of internet- 
enabled devices, like sensors and 
monitors, installed in the home, 
which, in collaboration with artificial 
intelligence, allow clinicians to remotely 
monitor someone’s health and safety 


around the clock. And it was chosen as 
the regional winner of the NHS Future 
category in the NHS70 Parliamentary 
Awards. The win followed support from, 
among others, Epsom and Ewell MP and 
Transport Secretary Chris Grayling - one 
of the MPs who nominated the study. 

In a letter to the trust, he said: “It was 
fantastic to read of the pioneering study 
that you have launched, and the ability 
to improve care and safety for patients 
through the installed technology. 

Now the study will be put against other 
regional winners for the national award, 
to be announced on July 4. 


Station access 
campaign joy 

New footbrige and lifts for Ewell West

A new footbridge and lifts are 
to be installed at Ewell West 
station, making it more ac¬ 
cessible. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council approved a planning 
application from Network 
Rail (who has legal power 
to carry out the work any¬ 
way, unless the local author¬ 
ity thought it should be done 
elsewhere on the land). 

Brian Angus, chairman of 
Ewell Village Residents As¬ 
sociation, has wanted similar 
work done to the station for 
years. 

He said: “It’s good that it 
will be improving accessibil¬ 
ity We’ve suggested changes 
like making the ramp in the 
West Ewell direction shal¬ 
lower, too. 

“An unusual thing is that 
all modern rail bridges have 
to be high enough for over-

head cables, so it will be a 
much larger bridge next to a 
smaller one. 

“But they’re spending 
£3.5million, which is a decent 
investment.” 

The work is part of Net¬ 
work Rail’s “Access for All” 
scheme, which is hoped to 
allow more people to use sta¬ 


tions. 

Under the plans, the ex¬ 
isting bridge will be demol¬ 
ished, and a new, covered 
bridge will be put in its place, 
with two 16-person lifts. 

A spokesman for the com¬ 
pany told Epsom Guardian 
when the plans were submit¬ 
ted in March: “Network Rail 
nominated Ewell West sta¬ 
tion for Access for All fund¬ 
ing as it met a number of the 
Department for Transport’s 
criteria and has increased 
footfall due to being the last 
station in the Oyster zone on 
the line between Raynes Park 
and Dorking. 

“Accessibility at the sta¬ 
tion will bring benefits for 
everyone - people with health 
conditions or impairments, 
people with children, heavy 
luggage or shopping and 
those with mobility prob¬ 
lems. It’s also good for the 
economy and means fewer 
car journeys, less congestion 
and carbon emissions.” 

Network Rail intends to be¬ 
gin the work in July 2018.

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College boat set 
for Atlantic bid

Epsom College is in a race to 
become the first team to sail an 
autonomous boat across the At¬ 
lantic. 

In June, ten sixth-form pu¬ 
pils will launch their vessel 
“That’ll Do 2”, the successor to 
the college’s unsuccessful 2016 
boat, hoping it will complete the 
treacherous 4,000-mile journey 
to the east coast of Antigua - a 
journey that should take approx¬ 
imately six months. 

Jamie Styles, head of Chemis¬ 
try and one of the staff members 
leading the project, said: “We 
have a monumental challenge 
ahead of us, but we are deter¬ 
mined to produce a vessel that 
has the potential to reach the 
finish line. 

“The biggest threats we face 
are from external factors that 
are largely out of our control: 
fishing nets, adverse weather 
and larger boats. 

“However, we aim to stay 
one step ahead with a care¬ 
fully plotted route and a ro¬ 
bust boat that is fit to face the 


elements.” 

The boat, created by students 
from Maths, Geography, Science 
and Computing, is 1.8m long, 
made from a glass-reinforced 
polymer and uses a student- 
programmed navigation sys¬ 
tem, which uses GPS and a 
compass. 

It will update its own Twitter 
feed (@Epsom_Transat) with its 
location during its journey. 


To date, there have been 
24 attempts, with universi¬ 
ties, engineering institutions 
and the US and French naval 
academies; Epsom College is 
the only school in the world to 
compete. 

The previous boat had sup¬ 
port from the Royal Navy, and 
travelled 374km in four days and 
21 hours before being recovered 
ashore.

Therapy anger

A Ewell mum is angry after 
having to fork out money for 
private speech therapy for her 
son. 

Kathy Langhorne said it is 
almost three years since her 
six-year-old son, Luke, who 
has Developmental Language 
Disorder, got free support. 

In the eighties, Kathy said 
she got 1:1 therapy for a lisp 
with the NHS and thinks the 
current issues are caused by 
cuts to services. 

Kathy said: “I am so angry 
about this and the unneces¬ 
sary stress that has been 
placed on our family 

“Luke is now facing signifi¬ 
cant social and behavioural 
challenges at school. 

“His speech is very unclear, 
his understanding is that of a 
three or four year old. He does 
struggle to make friends. He 
keeps asking me how many 
friends I have. It is devastating 
when your child is struggling 
at such a young age.” 

Thanks to Luke’s grandpar¬ 
ents, he is having some private 
speech therapy but this has 
been sporadic and, Kathy said, 
“very expensive”. 

“Luke has just been referred 
for speech therapy but we ex¬ 
pect that as it is so diluted

nowadays he will just be given 
a few sessions, possibly in a 
group, rather than the inten¬ 
sive therapy that he needs,” 
she said. As well as a severe 
speech disorder, Luke also has 
difficulties with sensory pro¬ 
cessing and motor skills. 

Kathy is now trying to get 
him an Education Health and 
Care Plan (EHCP); but she 
said: “I think the local author¬ 
ity make it as difficult as pos¬ 
sible, we will have to go to tri¬ 
bunal.” 

Children and Family Health 
Surrey said speech and ther¬ 
apy for children Luke’s age is 
now provided by the local au¬ 
thority A spokeswoman said: 
“There have been no changes 
in funding for this service. 
Since April 2017, with a few 
clinical exceptions, Speech 


and language therapy for chil¬ 
dren in their second term of 
Reception and beyond is pro¬ 
vided in mainstream schools 
by the local authority 

“We can’t comment on in¬ 
dividual cases, but can reas¬ 
sure families that we provide 
a ‘needs-based’ service, which 
means that, following a clini¬ 
cal assessment, we will offer 
a range of support based on 
what will work best for each 
individual child. This is often 
advice and strategies for par¬ 
ents and others to use every 
day at home or in early years 
settings such as nurseries, 
which has been shown to be 
just as effective as other ther¬ 
apy such as 1:1 sessions. 

“We also provide group- 
based sessions for children 
with their parents and/or 1:1 
sessions at home or in nurs¬ 
ery, depending on what will 
best meet a child’s needs at 
any particular time in their 
development. The impact of a 
particular condition on speech 
and language development 
may not emerge until a child 
is older.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We provide 
speech and language therapy 
to children in schools from 
reception onwards - in this 
instance we were first made 
aware of the situation earlier 
this year and have since car¬ 
ried out an assessment with 
therapy due to start soon.”

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How your neighbour is

Professor Udai Banerji is leading a team 
that is developing a new, targeted drug 



for ovarian cancer that works in a 
completely different way to any other existing 
drug. 

Initial results from the first trial of this 
experimental drug, discovered at the ICR, 
made a big impact at one of the world’s big¬ 
gest cancer conferences last year, showing 
not only that the drug was safe but that it had 
highly promising signs of effectiveness. 

With more work under way all the time to 
identify new treatments and maximise the 
benefits patients get from existing ones, ICR 
research is helping more women than ever 
before survive the disease. 

Lesley Torun, 65, was diagnosed with 
ovarian cancer in May 2017. 

She was treated with carboplatin, 
a chemotherapy drug that was discovered 
at the ICR. 

“By the end of my treatment I had 
no evidence of disease, which was 
amazing. My side effects were less severe than 



with other chemotherapies and I kept my 
hair.” 

After diagnosis Lesley found out 
that both her and her daughter have 
the BRCA2 gene mutation. 

“Now myself and my daughter 
undergo regular checks, which without this 
knowledge we wouldn’t be able to do. 

“Research into drugs like carboplatin was a 
life saver for me and is invaluable.”

A “homely” Epsom care home 
has been rated “requires im¬ 
provement” by inspectors - 
improving from inadequate in 
just four months. 

The Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion has published its latest 
report on Epsom Lodge, in 
Burgh Heath Road, this month 
(May 1). The report found 
some faults with how the ser¬ 
vice was led, but those being 
cared for felt‘safe’. 

Epsom Lodge was rated 
‘good’ for the caring category; 
the report said: ‘staff were 
kind and caring and treated 
people in respectful and digni¬ 
fied way’. 

The service was also de¬ 
scribed as ‘homely’ and rela¬ 
tives and friends were ‘wel¬ 
come’ to visit people in its 
care. 

The report added: ‘Staff mo¬ 
rale was good and they worked 
well together as a team. One 
member of staff said, “The 
staff team are very good. I’m 
happy working with my col-

leagues.’” 

However, three regulations 
are not being met: 

•The provider had not ensured 
that complaints were record¬ 
ed, responded to or addressed 
in a timely way 
•The provider had not ensured 
that recruitment procedures 
to ensure that staff employed 
were fit and proper. 

•The provider had not ensured 
that staff had appropriate 
training and supervision. 

An Epsom Lodge spokes¬ 
woman said: “Epsom Lodge 
continues its journey of im¬ 
provement towards outstand¬ 
ing, placing people living at 
the home at the heart of every¬ 


thing we do. 

“We are working in partner¬ 
ship with CQC, Surrey Adult 
Social Care, faith and commu¬ 
nity groups and all stakehold¬ 
ers in the best interest of our 
residents. 

“CQC concluded that we 
had made ‘substantial im¬ 
provements’. 

“Significant improvements 
have been made in the way we 
handle complaints, recruit¬ 
ment and selection and train 
our staff. We have implement¬ 
ed a robust system of govern¬ 
ance and quality assurance. 

“Epsom Lodge is now led 
and managed by Pauline King, 
an experienced manager of 
residential care homes for 
older people. 

“Epsom Lodge is seeking 
volunteers to join our dedicat¬ 
ed staff team to further devel¬ 
op our person centred service, 
both within the care home and 
out in the community 

“We offer day services, short 
term and long term care in a 
“homely” and peaceful setting 
with a team of staff who are 
caring, kind and compassion¬ 
ate.”

a rollicking, gleefully irreverent and potty-mouthed BREAKING IN (15): Home is where the heartbreak • 


a rollicking, gleefully irreverent and potty-mouthed 
sequel, which proves you can have too much of a 
good thing. The weight of giddy expectation on David 
Leitch’s slam-bang sequel compels returning screen¬ 
writers Rhett Reese and Paul Wernick to chase big¬ 
ger laughs and outlandish thrills with tongue-in-cheek 
contributions to the script from leading man Ryan 
Reynolds. Consequently, these rumbustious two 
hours are crammed to bursting with pop culture ref¬ 
erences, droll one-liners and machine-gun profanities 
that try a smidgen too hard to push an envelope that 
had already been licked to absurdity. For every burst 
of gags that hits the target with laser-like precision, 
one punchline veers off course, and a protracted 
sequence involving the title character waiting for his 
body parts to regrow is a surreal narrative detour too 
far, even for a franchise that thrives on the ridiculous. 
In a filthy-minded tug of war with the first film, Leitch’s 
sequel comes off a fitfully entertaining second best. 
ON CHESIL BEACH (15): Skillfully adapted by Ian 
McEwan from his Booker Prize-nominated novella, 

On Chesil Beach is a heartbreaking portrait of 
doomed love that generates one sobering emotional 
crescendo after another, like waves crashing against 
a forlorn shore.Three-time Oscar nominee Saoirse 
Ronan and Billy Howie are impeccably cast as 
trembling virginal newlyweds, who are ill-equipped to 
navigate the minefields of each other’s insecurities 
and sensitively handled intimations of sexual abuse 
by one parent. There is a tragic inevitability to the 
trajectory of the couple’s fragile relationship, and a 
quiet devastation shared by us and the characters as 
awkwardness, shame and incomprehension press a 
self-destruct button, inflicting deep wounds that will 
never heal. “I am... most terribly sorry...,” whispers the 
young wife as she fumbles for the right words - no, 
any words - to soothe her spouse. Dominic Cooke’s 


BREAKING IN (15): Home is where the heartbreak 
is in James McTeigue’s invasion thriller, which pits 
a grieving and resourceful mother (Gabrielle Union) 
against four criminals, who have taken her daughter 
and son hostage inside her hi-tech childhood home. 
Stripped bare of extraneous plotting and charac¬ 
terisation, Breaking In swiftly establishes the tense 
stand-off between intruders and a family in crisis, 
then delights in turning the tables on the aggressors 
in sweat-drenched skirmishes. McTeigue’s picture 
may not be pretty, punctuated by flashes of mild 
violence, or original, but it is ruthlessly efficient, neatly 
contained with a 90-minute timeframe before the 
house’s compromised security system automatically 
alerts police to a burglary in progress. Ryan Engle’s 
script generates sufficient dramatic momentum to 
sprint through a brisk running time without pausing 
for breath once the desperate mother creates her 
first diversion with firecrackers left over from Fourth 
of July celebrations. Breaking In sets out to gently 
thrill and largely succeeds without breaking the 
characters’ sweat or whitening our knuckles. 
SHERLOCK GNOMES (U): John Stevenson’s 
computer-animated sequel to the 2011 family com¬ 
edy Gnomeo & Juliet is a lacklustre misappropriation 
of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s private detective. 

Vocal performances fall flat, including Johnny Depp’s 
plummy take on the titular sleuth, and the script clum¬ 
sily incorporates characters and phrases from the 
pages of the books including one throwaway scene 
in a park with a slobbering bulldog, which Holmes 
alludes to as the hound of the Baskerville family. 
“Emotion is the enemy of logic,” opines Holmes. 

Truly, emotion has nothing to fear here. 

James McAvoy and Emily Blunt fail to enliven their 
feuding sweethearts Gnomeo and Juliet, while Jamie 
Demetriou’s arch-nemesis, Machiavellian pie mascot

Moriarty, is starved of tasty one-liners hard-baked 
with madness and mischief. Sherlock Gnomes is 
elementary in the most unflattering sense. 

REVENGE (18): First-time French writer-director Cor- 
alie Fargeat seizes the exploitation horror subgenre 
by its privates and refuses to let go as she puts a 
feminist slant on the bloodthirsty battle of the sexes 
between a rape victim (Matilda Anna Ingrid Lutz) and 
her attackers, to echo the fiery indignation of the 
MeToo and Time’s Up movements. Shot on location 
in Morocco, but set in an unspecified sun-baked 
wilderness, Revenge gleefully embraces gore-slath¬ 
ered visual excess including one whoop-inducing 
scene of the heroine forcibly removing a sliver of 
glass with trembling fingers from her eviscerated 
foot. The film wears its 18 certificate as a badge on 
honour, spattering the camera lens with bodily fluids, 
occasionally for comic effect like a climactic scene 
of two characters slip-sliding uncontrollably down 
tiled corridors coated in glistening crimson. “Women 
always have to put up a fight!” rages one attacker. 
The aptly titled Revenge serves up that courageous, 
ballsy retaliation with lashings of stylistic flair. 


ENTEBBE (12A): The real-life hijacking of an Air 
France flight in June 1976 by members of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine, and a 
subsequent rescue mission led by Israeli Defence 
Forces (IDF), are terrific raw ingredients for an edge- 
of-seat geo-political thriller. Director Jose Padilha 
would seem to be the perfect choice to mercilessly 
crank up tension as the fates of terrorists, hostages 
and commandos collide head-on at Entebbe airport 
in Uganda. The award-winning Brazilian filmmaker 
stormed the festival circuit in 2007 with his nerve-jan¬ 
gling debut Elite Squad - a gritty, propulsive portrait 
of crime, punishment and sweat-drenched machismo 
set in the crime-riddled favelas of Rio de Janeiro. 
Regrettably, the qualities that set Elite Squad apart 
more than a decade ago are sorely lacking from 
this crushingly dull modern history lesson penned 
by Gregory Burke. The most exciting element of 
Padilha’s underwhelming film is a contemporary 
performance piece that punctuates all of the turgid to 
and fro. Dancers are expressive and expertly choreo¬ 
graphed, but the dramatisation that waltzes around 
them is depressingly flat-footed.

NAEA: First-time buyer stamp duty cut 
is working — but more needed 


The National Association of Estate Agents says the 
government’s first time buyer stamp duty incentive 
“seems to be having the desired effect” - but insists 
more can be done to boost the market. 

The association says the proportion of sales to 
FTBs rose to 29 per cent in February, from 27 
percent in January; year-on-year the figures for 
February were the best monthly results for first time 
buyers in three years. 

Meanwhile across the market as a whole the 
average number of sales agreed per branch rose 
from seven in January to eight last month. 

However, the number of prospective house- 
hunters fell by 16 percent in February - from 367 
registered per branch, to 309. 

Year-on-year this is down by 28 per cent, as agents 
had 425 house-hunters registered per branch in 
February 2017. 

In line with demand, the number of properties 


available for sale per branch dropped from 36 in 
January to 35 in February. 

In terms of prices, some 74 per cent of properties 
sold for less than the original asking price in 
February with only four per cent selling for more; 
properties which sold at asking price stood at 22 
per cent - the highest level since June 2016, when 
26 per cent of properties went for asking price. 

“Since the Chancellor cut stamp duty for first¬ 
time buyers, there have been a good level of 
sales to the group, but they haven’t rocketed. 

Our members have noticed FTBs holding off on 
making purchases since the rule was introduced 
- typically outside of London - opting instead to 
save for longer to maximise the full stamp duty 
relief” explains Mark Hayward, the NAEA’s chief 
executive. 

He continues: “This may be one reason sales are 
up but not as high as we might expect; the other 


reason is the cost of buying is still very high, and 
FTBs are still finding it difficult to save for their 
deposit. As the cost of living continues to rise - with 
consumer price inflation standing at 2.5 per cent in 
February - we still have a long way to goto make 
the dream of owning a home accessible to all, but 
this is definitely a step in the right direction.” 

Meanwhile the NAEA has also praised the Welsh 
Government for setting its replacement for stamp 
duty - known as Land Transaction Tax - at a level 
which the association advocated. 

Mark Hayward says: “We’re pleased that the Welsh 
Government has listened to our proposals and next 
week will be introducing new tax bands in Wales; 
house buyers will really feel the difference of these 
changes. For buyers at the lower end of the market, 
the new bandings mean they won’t pay any land 
transaction on properties worth up to £180,000; 
this is the value of the average house price in 
Wales.”

Tenant Fees Ban: The Latest

Since the tenant fee ban 
was announced in the 2016 
Autumn Statement, the 
property industry has been 
left speculating exactly how 
fees will be banned. But we 
now have clarity since the 
draft bill has been debated 
in Westminster - a full ban 
of all fees will be coming 
into force. Landlords and 
agents will be banned from 
charging tenants any fees 
or charges on top of rent 
other than reasonable 
default fees, such as for 
replacement keys or late 
payment of rent. Holding 
deposits will be capped 
at one weeks’ rent, whilst 
security deposits will be 
capped at 6 weeks’ rent, 
even if pets are accepted. 
The ban will also prohibit 


third party fees, 
so referencing 
companies 
cannot charge a 
tenant directly. 

It’s intended that 
the ban will only 
apply to tenancies 
started after the 
implementation 
date and although the date 
has not been confirmed, 
it’s anticipated in late 2018 
or early 2019 . Landlords 
are urged to assess the 
impact for an earlier date 
to ensure they don’t receive 
a big hit when the ban 
comes into force. The ban 
will apply to all assured 
shorthold tenancies and 
licenses but will exclude 
long leaseholds, social 
housing, holiday lets, 
company lets and non- 
Housing Act tenancies. 
Don’t be tempted to skimp 
on referencing because 


of the fee ban, a thorough 
reference check on a tenant 
will start your tenancy 
off right.

The midfielder’s contract 
expires this summer, and while 
manager Roy Hodgson has made 
no secret of his desire to re¬ 
tain him, he also expects him to 
receive offers from elsewhere. 

In 2015, Alan Pardew made 


Cabaye the Eagles’ club-record 
signing by spending £10mil- 
lion to bring him in from Paris St 
Germain, and since Hodgson’s 
appointment last September the 
Frenchman has produced his 
best form. 

The uncertainty surrounding 
Cabaye’s future also comes amid 
the conclusion of Ruben Loftus- 
Cheek’s loan spell from Chelsea, 


and the 32-year-old told Palace’s 
official website: “I don’t know 
what the future holds. It was a 
hard, tough season so I will have 
a chat with my agent, the club and 
the chairman. 

“I have no stress about my fu¬ 
ture. I’ve had three fantastic sea¬ 
sons here, I love the club and my 
life in London is perfect, so I will 
see.”

Sutton United Football Club will host 
a charity football match in memory of 
former Chelsea and England footballer Ray 
Wilkins on Saturday, June 9. 

The ex-Chelsea captain, who suffered a 
cardiac arrest before being placed into a 
coma at St George’s Hospital in Tooting, died 
at 61 on April 4. 

Now Chelsea and Glasgow Rangers leg¬ 
ends’ will play for the Ray Wilkins Memorial 
Cup at the Knights Community Stadium. 

Chelsea Legends manager Mark West- 
wood said: “Sadly Ray’s passing has shocked 
the footballing world, his family, and friends. 

“He was looking forward to playing 
Rangers again as he had great memories 
when he was in Glasgow.” 

Proceeds from the game will be donated to 
St George’s Hospital. 

Wilkins helped promote last year’s match 
between the legends and recalled his time 
at Stamford Bridge when he spoke to the 
Sutton Guardian. 

“I loved my time at Chelsea,” he said. “It 
was like playing with a group of mates for a 
Sunday football team in a way 

“We were a set of lads who had come 
through the youth system and the reserves, 
it was lovely to play together.” 

Wilkins also played for Manchester Unit¬ 
ed, AC Milan and Paris Saint-Germain and 
he spoke fondly of his time in Glasgow. 

“I had amazing times at Rangers,” said 
the former midfielder who was capped more 
than 80 times for England. 

“I adored my time in Scotland. The feeling 
of scoring a goal at Ibrox and hearing the 
roar of the crowd was hard to beat.” 

The Chelsea team is expected to include 
the following players subject to availability: 
Dave Beasant, Garry Stanley Keith Dublin, 
Frank Sinclair, Dave Lee, Gareth Hall, Jason 
Cundy, Kenny Swain, Kerry Dixon, David 
Speedie, Nigel Spackman and Gordon Durie. 

Spackman and Durie, of course, spent 
time at both clubs during their careers. 

The Rangers line-up is expected to include 
Michael Mols among the many other former 
stars. Mols played almost 100 games for the 
club and was capped by the Netherlands.
